EX-KAISER IS SILENT 
REGARDING THE WAR 


He Says That if He Is to 
Be Tried He Prefers to 
Postpone His Statement 
Until That Time. 


The Hague, December 11.—The 
former German emperor is entitled 
to the right of sanctuary in Holland 
end t! -efore his return to Germany 
cannot be demanded, according to a 
statement made today by Jonkheer 
Beerenbruck, in the lower chamber 
of parliament during a debate on 
the visit of the former emperor to 
Holland. 

The premier said the government 
‘would have preferred that the for- 
mer emperor had not chosen Hol- 
land as a refuge, but that he came 
as a private individual after re- 
nouncing his throne, without direct 
or indirect notification of his in- 
tended arrival. 

No Question of Internment. 

After renunciation of his throne, 
Jonkheer Beerenbruck continued, 
there could not be a question of 
internment, nor could the former 
emperor’s return to Germany be de- 
manded in view of the immemorial 
‘tradition of right of sanctuary. The 
Netherlands government could adopt 
‘no line of conduct but that of grant- 
ing “the right of sanctuary” and 
accepting it as a fact accomplished. 

The government, the premier con- 
-tinued, must repudiate every effort 
to see in this step an unneutral at- 
titude. Nevertheless, he said the 
once emperor’s stay in Holland was 
only regarded as temporary. Up to 
the present no power had proteste- 
ed against his visit, but any even- 
tual demand for extradition must 
pass the test of law and of treaty. 
The government, the premier con- 
cluded, would not allow the former 
emperor to exercise any influence in 
another country. 


William Hohenzollern crossed the 
Dutch frontier from Germany No- 
vember 10. His formally issued no- 
tice of abdiéGation was “made and 
executed and signed by our own 
hand with the imperial seal at 
Amerongen, November 28." Amer- 
ongen is in Holland and therefore 
the former emperor had been in 
that country nineteen days when 
he formally laid down the sceptre 
'and relinquished the throne. 


HERR HOHENZOLLERN 
SILENT ABOUT WAR. 

London, December 11.—Willlam 
-Hohenzollern will not make any 
statement as to his efforts to pre- 
vent the outbreak of war in 1914, 
according to the Amerongen corre- 
spondent of The Express. The cor- 
respondent has finally succeeded in 
raving submitted to Herr Hohen- 
zollern questions as to his pacific 
attitude before the war and his 
steps to prevent hostilities. Count 
von Bentinck, the host of the for- 
mer emperor, received the corre- 
spondent*® after the question had 
been laid before Herr Hohenzollern 
and is reported to have sald: 

“The kaiser much appreciates 
your message and thanks you. He 
says ‘Tell him if, there is any possi-

FranceRedeemed 
Clemenceau Feels 


Life JourneyEnds 


Remarkable Speech by the 
French Premier After 
His Return From Visit 
to Alsace-Lorraine. 


Paris, December 11.— Returning 
from redeemed Alsace-Lorraine to- 
day, Premier Clemenceau delivered 
one of the most remarkable speeches 
ever heard in the chamber of depu- 
ties. The speech dealt with Alsace 
and Lorraine, and the premier was 
greeted with enthusiasm. 

The chamber was quietly discuss- 
ing the question of mining privi- 
leges in Algeria when the aged pre- 
mier made his appearance. There 
was hearty applause from all sides 
of the house as the “old tiger” 
ascended the tribune and began his 
address in a low voice. 

“For me in this life, which at 
times has seemed mesirably long,” 
said M. Clemenceau, “it has been 
permitted that I should travel over 
the stage of crime which has been 
ccummitted between Bordeaux and 
Sirasbourg. What has been ac- 
c mplished surpasses anything his- 
tory has ever registered before. 

“The redemption of Alsace-Lor- 
raine has been the goal of my life. 
A young girl to whom I spoke in 


Strasbourg said to me: ‘We may 
now smile, M. Clemenceau. We have 
weot long vores mel 

“IT am speechless Silence alone 
could cope with such a situation. 
Many times have I felt life not 
worth living, but since young girls 
from Alsace-Lorraine in the exuber- 
ance of their joy Kiss me, saying, 
‘savior,’ my journey of life is fin- 
ished. 

“Some day, some one will tet 
about these heroic sacrifices which 
have lasted half a century. We 
must go to the homes of the Alsa- 
tians and Lorrainians.”’ 

Leaving the chamber, M. Clemen- 
ceau hurried to his office in the 
ministry of war in St. Dominque 
street, walking spiritedly over the 
court of Bourbon palace and as- 
cending the fifty-four steps leading 
to his office with youthful agility. 
When seen by the correspondent im- 
mediately on his arrival the premier 
showed not the slightest sign of 
exertion as a result of his quick 
trip from the chamber to his desk. 


Scant Garb for Women 
Knocked and Boosted 
By Women Physicians 


Chicago, December’ 11.—Argu- 
ments for and against scanty at- 
tire for women by woman doctors 
occupied the attention of the Amer- 
ican public health association today. 

Dr. Jeannette Throckmorton, of 
Chariton, Iowa, who made the ad- 
dress which started the discussion, 
declared the customary street dress 
of women last summer was an of- 
fense to public decency. She blamed 
the good women of the country for 
allowing their daughters to “defy 
pneumonia and influenza with a la- 
valiere for protection.” 

Dr. Effie L. Lobdell, of Chicago, 
indorsed the wearing of fewer 
clothes by women from both moral 
and hygienic standpoints. 

“Women are cleaner now because 
they have to be to wear these thin 
clothes,” Dr. Lobdell said. “and the 
character of our art and the spread 
of education about sex hygiene re- 
move any tendency totindecency 
the public mind. I favor, also, a 
uniform dress for each industry, 
which a girl can put on at her of- 
fice or workshop.” 

Dr. Lee K, Frankel, of New York, 
was elected president of the asso- 
ciation tonight. The next meeting 
will be held in New Orleans.

HUNDREDS OF THE MEN 
ARE CRIPPLED FOR LIFE 


And Some Were Unable 
to Discern Torch Which 
Liberty Statue Holds 
High Above N. Y. Har- 
bor--Incidents of Dough- 


boy Grit Recited. 


New York, December 11.—Welcom- 
ed home as heroic sons of the nation, 
7,740 more soldiers, sailors, marines 
and aviators, representing virtually 
every state in the union, entered 
fog-bound New York harbor today 
on six large transports from Eu- 
rope. The tales these men told 
about one another were narrations 
of American high courage on French 
battlefields, on the open seas and in 
the air above France and England. 
Hundreds of the men, maimed for 
life, hy wounds received in some of 
the war’s heaviest fighting, were 
hurried to hospitals, and the others 
went to camps, where they will be 
demobilized. 

Some had left America as scarcely 
more than boys, but they came back 
as men, either wounded or sound. 
The wounded included soldiers who 
had walked with crutches when 
their ships sailed from Europe, and 
who, made exultant by their home- 
coming, tossed their props aside and 
declared themselves “cured” as if by 
the miracle of their return. Hére was 
aman with a jaw shot away and 
happy in his expectation of rejoining 
his wife and children. There was a 
man with both feet gone, amputated 
by surgeons after the bones had been 
splintered by German shells, in the 
bloody Argonne forest, but glad, 
he said, that he had served country 
and flag regardless of the cost to 
himself. 

Some Blinded Men. 

Other men had met with a dif- 
ferent misfortune; these were un- 
able to discern the torch which the 
statue of libery held high above the 
busy harbor and moving transports. 
As there were others who could not 
hear the port’s whistles and the air 
raid sirens which shrieked their wel- 
coming demonstration. Many of these

WAR RELIEF FUND 
WORKERS REPORT 
SUCCESSFUL DAY 


Meeting in the office of Harold 
Hirsch, chairman of the local com- 
mittee, workers for the Jewish War 
telief fund on Wednesday morning 
reported $10,000 of the $30,000 yet 
required to fill-the quota subscribed. 

The three-day campaign, which 
opened on Tuesday, has met with 
gratifying success, stated the work- 
ers, and it is felt certain that the 
final reports for the last day’s work 
will undoubtedly show the full quota 
on hand. 

Atlanta’s quota in this drive was 
set at $100,000, but before the open- 
ing of the actual canvass over $70,- 
000 had been voluntarily subscribed. 
Fifty-five thousand dollars of this 
came on Wednesday of last week at 
the banquet tendered to Henry Mor- 
genthau, former ambassador to Tur- 
Key, and the remainder was phoned 
Por mailed in by individuals and 
business houses, which desired to 
join in this noble work for the ben- 
efit of the war sufferers in Europe, 

Similar reports of success are 
coming in daily to Victor H. Krieg- 
shaber, chairman of the general ex- 
ecutive committee for the 
campaign. Georgia’s entire quota, 
including Atlanta, is $300,000, and 
local chairmen from practically ev- 
ery town in the state have already 
reported heavy proportions of their 
allotments filled. Quite a number 
have, in fact, already heavily over- 
subscribed, and it is thought proba- 
ble that the result for the entire 
state will show a general oversub- 
scription. 

The needs of the six million home- 
less and starving people in Europe, 
wo can now, by reason of the ces- 
satio nof hostilities, be reached by 
the relief workers, have touched a

RAILROAD MEN 
NOT SURPRI 


They Have Had Intima- 
tion That Wilson Want- 
ed to Prolong U. S. Con- 
trol--Rail Advisory Com- 
mittee in Session. 


Philadelphia, December_ 11.—Rec- 
ommendation by Director. General 
McAdoo that government control of 
railroads continue until January, 
1924, was no surprise to the rail- 
road executives of the country, it 
was learned tonight. The railroad 
executives advisory committee, 
which is in conference here. on 
problems relating to the return of 
the roads to private operation, had 
intimations from Washington that 
the administration was considering 
the advisability of recommending 
an extension of government control. 

Despite the fact that they said 
the news was no surprise, railroad 
heads tonight read with great in- 
terest the Washington dispatches, 
especially the reasons given by Di- 
rector General McAdoo for recom- 
mending the continuance, but none 
of them would express his views. 

The advisory committee is made 
up of 24 members, representing 125 
railroads throughout the country. 
This committee, at a meeting in 
New York on December 4, adopted 


ership and operation of American 
railways “ts not conducive to the 
highest economic efficiency of the 
country.” 

Among the problems thé advisory 
committee is under instructions to 
consider at its Philadelphia meeting 
is a system of governmental regu- 
lation when the properties are re- 
turned which, while safeguarding 
the public, will provide uniformity 
of regulation in essential matters, 
insure a business treatment of the 
interests involved, attract adequate 


capital and assure the commercial, 
manufacturing and agricultural in- 
terest of the country of their fa- 
cilities which shall keep pace with 
sheir necessities.

It has not been ascer- 
tained whether the government will 
carry out these plans in detail, but 
the hospital authorities have been 
assured that the hospital was soon 
to be made modern and complete. 

Approximately $250,000 is now 
being expended on three heating 
systems which are now being in- 


stalled in the northern, central and 
southern part of the fort.

DOZEN SPIES SHOT 
IN LONDON TOWER 
DURING WORLD WAR 


London, December  11.—During 
the war twelve spies were shot in 
the Tower of London, according to 


the report now current. Carl Hans 
Lody, alias Charles A. Inglis, who, 
at one time, was a resident of Oma- 
ha, Neb., was the first to be ex- 
ecuted.,. 

Two women spies were sentenced 
to death, but both were reprieved, 
the sentences being commuted to 
long prison terms. One of the wom- 
en, Lizzie Werthe, regarded as very 
dangerous, was tried in company 
with a man named Rowlands. Row- 
lands was executed. This couple 

made frequent journeys between 
London and Rosyth, Scotland, and 
obtained information regarding the 
movements of the British fleet. This 
information, however, it is declared, 
never reached Germany. The other 
woman spy was Eva De Bournou- 
ville, who is now undergoing penal 
servitude for life. 

One spy hanged himself in Brix- 
ton prison, while many others con- 
victed of espionage escaped the ex- 
treme penalty.

SILVER CHEVRON 
GIVEN SOLDIERS 
KEPT AT HOME 


Washington, December 11.—Ofrfi- 
cers and men of the army who fail- 
ed to reach the fighting front by 
reason of the duties imposed upon 
them in this country will not be 
denied recognition of their service 
in the winning of the war. By di- 
rection of President Wilson, as com- 
mander-in-chief of the army, Gen- 
eral March, chief of staff, today is- 
sued an order that hereafter such 
men shall be entitled to wear a sil- 
ver chevron similar to the gold one 
authorized for service overseas. 

“The president,” said the order, 
“desires, on behalf of the nation, 
to express his appreciation of the 
vitally essential and self-sacrificing 
service given by officers and men 
whom military necessity has held 
and is holding for performance of 
cuties outside the theater of active 
operations. Their contributions to 
military success is no less than that 
of those who have had opportunity 
for service at the front. On them 
developed the creation of the great 
armies of the nation and their sup- 
ply with the equipment and stores 
weer indispensable to military op- 
erations. 

“Wtihout them, the troops abroad 
could have aecomplished nothing. 
In many instances. their retention 
on home duty has been due to their 
exceptional military and administra- 
tive effiicency. They have been in 
readiness for any service which the 
interests of the government required 
them to perform and have been 
cheerful and without thought of self 
when given duties not in accordance 

with their own desires. The coun- 
aon holds in grateful appreciation 
the fundamental service they have 
rendered in winning the war.”

McAdoo Says Such Ex-

Washington, December 11.—Ex- | 
tension of the period of government 
contro! of railroads for five years, 
until January 1, 1924, was recom- 
mended to congress tonight by Di- 
rector General McAdoo. Advantages 
of this. Mr. McAdoo said, are that 
it would take the railroad question 
out of politics for the present, give 
time for carrvinge out an extensive 
program of improvements, and pro- 
vide the opportunity for a fair test 
of unified control to indicate the 
permanent solution of the railroad 
problem. 

“The president has given me per- | 
mission to say that this conclusion | 
accords with his own view of the} 
matter,’’ Mr. McAdoo concluded.

Extend Period of Control, 

“There is one, and to my mind| 
only one, practicable and wise al-| 
ternative,” Mr. McAdoo continued, 
“and that is to extend the period of 
federal control from the one year 
and nine months provided by the 
present law to five years, or until 
the first day of January, 1924. This 
extension would take the railroad 
question out of politics for a rea- | 
sonable period. It would give com- | 
posure to railroad officers and em- 
ployees. It would admit-of the prep- | 
aration and carrying out of a com- 
prehensive program of improve- | 
ments to the railroads and their | 
terminal facilities which would im- 
mensely increase the efficiency of 
the transportation machine. It would 
put back of the railroads the credit 
of the United States during the five- 
year period so that the financing

“The American people have a right | 
to have this test.

Experience Beats Theory. 

“T am not now and have not been 
for the past year interested in prov- 
ing or disproving the theory of 
=.vernment ownership or any other 
kind of theory. The railroads have 
been operated for the past year with | 
the purpose of serving efficiently the | 
paramount needs of the war and at 
the same time furnishing the best 
possible service to the _ public, 
whether such operation tended to 
prove or to disprove any theory of 
railroad control, no matt@r what it 
might be. I have formed no opin- 
ion myself as to what is the best 
disposition of the railroad problem 
because the test has not been suffi- 
cienfto prove conclusively the right 


solution of the problem. TI believe 
that a “five-year test will give 
the American people the right an- 
swer. An ounce of experience is 
worth a ton of theory.

The premier next dealt with the 
question of indemnity. He declared 
the war had cost Germany less than 
it had cost Great Britain. It had 
cost Great Britain, he declared, £8- 
000,000,000, a gigantic sum.

Kaiser Should Be Punished. 

With regard to the former German 
emperor, the premier said: 

“There is absolutely no doubt 
that he has committed a crime 
against international right, and 
there is absolutely no doubt that he 
ought to be held responsible for it 
so far as the European allies are 
concerned.” 

The premier said he hoped that 
America would take the same view 
when President Wilson arrived as 
be put

pean allies ‘“‘to make the Kaiser and 
his accomplices responsible for this 
terrible crime.” 

Referring to a letter said to have 
been written by a British general 
to a French general in which the 
British officer was quoted as saying 
it was proposed to establish a Brit- 
ish national army of twenty divi- 
sions based on conscription, but that 
the cabinet would not touch this 
until after the elections and then 
not “until this league of nations 
nonsense has been discussed at the 
peace conference,’ premier Lloyd- 
George declared: 

“The cabinet never heard of the 
scheme, So far as the cabinet is 
concerned, it is purely an expres- 
sion of the opinion of some general.” 


MASTERY OF SEAS 
WILL BE RETAINED 
BY GREAT BRITAIN 


London, December 11.—As a result 
of informal conversations regarding 
President Wilson’s freedom of the 
seas proposals, the British govern- 
ment now is in possession of con- 
crete suggestions which are more 
understandable than the “free seas” 
clause in Mr. Wilson’s “fourteen 
points,” according to The Express. 

President Wilson, the newspaper 
says, has information showing 
definitely that Great Britain can-

Only Death Stops Americans. 

Among wounded officers was 
Captain Charles H. Paul, Company 
LL, 364th infantry, of Seattle. Cap- 
tain Paul was in command of a ma- 
chine gun company during the Sep- 
tember drive and was caught in a 
barrage, two shells exploding, in- 
flicting on him twelve’ separaie 
wounds. He said his experience con- 
vinced him nothing but death could 
stop Americans, adding that in one 
brief engagement in which he took 
part fully 50 per cent of the divi- 
sion were killed or wounded.

Expounding the British view of 
the freedom of the seas, the legal 
correspondent of The Times, after 
dealing among other things with 
the lessons of the war regarding 
naval operations as they appear to 
him, describes the main British po- 
sition on the question as follows: 
“A readiness to continue as here- 


'tofore the freedom of the seas in 


times of peace, which has been car- 
ried out by England, for example as 
to the admission of foreign vessels 
to coastwise trade, more than by 
any other important commercial 
country, and to agree to the con- 
version into a free sea of any sea 
now treated as a closed sea. 

“A strong conviction, greatly 
strengthened and hardened by the 
lessons of this war to maintain the 
minimum of safety for our people 
and empire and to be no party to 
any agreement conflicting or tam- 
pering with it; 

“A belief that the conditions of 
warfare are so changing that we 
must be careful to protect ourselves 
against perils ahead; 

“A readiness to consider any 
changes put forward by neutrals 
consistent with these essentials; 

“A desire to co-operate in ren- 
dering impossible hideous crimes 
committed at sea; 

“A readiness as far as is com- 
patible with safety in the full sense 
to promote any practicable scheme 
for a league of nations. 

‘In short—a firm resolution as 
to essentials and an open mind as 
to secondary matters.” 


GERMAN SEA FREEDOM 
NOT LIKED BY NORWAY. 

London, December 11.—Professor 
Christian Collin, of Christiania uni- 
versity, writing on “The Freedom of 
the Seas” in the Norwegian paper, 
Tidens Tegn, says: 

“A voice is heard in Norway—a 
voice from Germany loudly plead- 
ing for freedom of the seas. No hu- 
man being will deny that Germany 
has indeed done her best to free 
the seas; that is to say, free them 
from carrying living men and ghips. 

“Those who really liberated the 
seas from being a place of ceaseless 
agony, from whose depths rose like 
bubbles the last dying breath of 
those sunk ‘without a trace’ by the 
most destructive band of brigands 
ever known—these were not the 
Germans, but England and her col- 
onies, France, Italy and the United 
States, and it is they alone who 
have the right to speak loudly of 
‘fredom of the seas.’ 

“Those others who have acatter- 
ed broadcast the fruit of a million 
labors should be silent. The very 
seas themselves might well pray 
for deliverance from these hypo- 
crites who dare speak of the free- 
dom of the seas.”

THOMASVILLE CLOSED 
AS BAN AGAINST “FLU” 


Thomasville, Ga., December 11.— 
(Special.) — By order of the city 
council, acting upon the recommen- 
dation of the board of health, 
Thomasville has again been put in 
the list of closed-up towns, as a 
precaution against the further 
spread of influenza. 

The physicians state that there 
has been an increase of late in 
the number of cases in the city and 
it Was thought advisable to again 
adopt the plan of closing up evéry- 
thing. The order applies to thea- 
ters, churches and schools, and all 
publie gatherings. It had been 
thought that the plan of examining 
the pupils of the. public schools 
every morning was working so well 
that it would not be necessary to 
close the schools, but as several of 
the teachers are sick it was decided 
best to close everything. 

It is probable that the order will 
stand until the first of January, 
unless there is a change in the sit- 
uation. So far the percentage of 
deaths from “flu” has been very 
small in Thomasville, only three 
white persons having died with it 
since it first started here and two 
of those were quite old and unable 
to resist the disease.

Now, 
what are the facts? First of all, 
the decision of the British in the 
matter of the colonies will not be 
made by the inhabitants of the 
United Kingdom. The problem is 
imperial, not European. And in this 
connection we have reported this 


week the demand of New South 
Wales following that of New Zea- 


land that

Prime Minister Hughes, of Aus- 
tralia, when in this country last 
summer, spoke with great emphasis 
in the same sense. The will of the 
union of South Africa has been made 
clear and is the same.

Neither Aus- 
tralia nor New Zealand wishes in 
the future to have to maintain na- 
vies against a new German attack.

Humanitarian Aspect. 

There are other aspects to the 
problem. On the humanitarian side 
the story of German colonization is 
one of the blackest in all history.

ASKED BY CLEMENCEAU 


Washington, December 11.—An 
appeal by Premier Clemenceau of 
France for an American aircraft 
contribution of 2,000 planes a month 
and a total of 5,000 aviators and 
50,000 specialized mechanics, formed 
the basis for the extensive aircraft 
program to which the United States 
committed itself in the world war. 
This was disclosed today by Major 
General William L. Kenly, director 
of military aeronautics, in his an- 
nual report. The appeal of the 
French premier, the report says, 
was received May 26, 1917. 

Men graduated as reserve mili- 
tary aviators, the first rating for 
pilots by June 30; 1918, numbered 
4,980, the report says, and 110 


' bombers, 85 bombing pilots, 164 ob- 


servers, 389 observer pilots and 131 
pilots had been graduated 
on that date from the advanced 
training schools. 

In the year ending last June 30 
there were 152 fatalities in train- 
ing, or an average of one death to 
2.684 training hours and 201,000 
miles flown. Stalled engines, usual- 
ly due to an error of the pilot, cauSs- 
ed 86 deaths; collisions 30 and side 
slips ten. 

“Regrettable as the accidents 
are,” the report says, “it is felt 
that considering the newness of the 
science, the early state of develop- 
ments of the planes, the inexpe- 
rience in instruction and the neceés- 
sity of teaching stunts, in them- 
selves rather dangerous, this num- 
ber is not large. As a matter of 
aerial statistics, fatilities in Ameri- 
can training are less than half as 
large as those of the other allied 
countries.” 

The report says 440 balloon offi- 
cers also had been graduated, 155 of 
whim were fully qualified observ- 
ers, during the year.

On Monday President Wil- 
son will hold a_ reception in the 
Paris city hall, to which a host of 
officials have been invited. 

The Associated Press is in a po- 
sition to state definitely that Presi- 
dent Wilson will visit Italy, but no 
date has been fixed. A hundred in- 
vitations or more for the president 
to visit various places in France and 
the allied countries are being re- 
ceived daily. Naturally these are 
being held pending the coming of 
France’s distinguished guest. It is 
considered hardly likely that the 
president will attend a great num- 
ber of functions in Paris, as he will 
unquestionably need all the time 
podgible to attend to the urgent 
business which brings him to Eu- 
rope. 

French Labor to Greet Wilson. 


The general labor federation has 
sent out the following notice to its 
adherents: 

“In view of the coming of Presi- 
dent Wilson and to answer under- 
handed intrigues directed against 
him and his conception of a peo- 
ple’s peace, the federal committee, 
organizing the labor manifestation 
on the day of his arrival wishes to 
associate itself with provincial la- 
bor organizations.

“Upon the efficiency of the trans- 
portation machine in America,” said 
Mr. McAdoo, “depends in great 
measure the future prosperity of 
the. nation.

We produce so much 
more than we consume that markets 
must be found for that surplus. 
Those markets are the competitive 
markets of the world. We must be 
able to enter them upon equal terms 
With any other nation. Our trans- 
portation system, both on land and 
water, must therefore function at 
the highest point of efficiency and 
at the lowest possible cost, i 
are to get our reasonable and 
Share of the world’s trade and in 
turn be able to keep a prosperous, 
contented and happy population at 
home, 

“To attempt to continue federal] 
control under the inadequate pro- 
Visions of the present federal con- 
trol act and for the very brief period 
it authorizes, would be to multiply 
our difficulties and invite failure. 
On the other hand, I am convinced 
from the experience of the past vear 
that the return of the railroads to 
the old competitive conditions will 
be hurtful alive to the public inter- 
est and to the railroads themselves.

Copenhagen, December 11.—Ac- 
cording to reports from Berlin, the 
entente governments intend to re- 
fuse to send foodstuffs to Germany 
until a demand they are said to have 
made for the dissolution of the sol- 
diers’ and workmen’s council Is car- 
ried out.

NO REDUCED WAGES 


for a number of years because 
the demand for labor will exceed the 
country’s supply, the house rules 
committee Was told today by Secre- 
tary of Labor Wilson.

U. S. CONTROL TO END 
OVER STEEL INDUSTRY 


Washington, December 11.—Gov- 
ernment supervision over the steel 
industry and steel price-fixing will 
end December 31. The war indus- 
tries board so announced today after 
a conference with spokesmen of the 
industry. 

The present prices and the steel 
industry’s proposed reductions in the 
‘basic steel product were: Bessemer 
pig iron $35.20, basic pig iron $53, and 
foundry pig iron $34, each to be 
reduced $3 a gross ton. Blooms and 
large billets now $47.50, to be re- 
duced $4 a gross ton; heavy shapes 
now $67.20 to be reduced $4 a net 
ton: sheared and universal plate, 
$72.80, to be reduced $5 a net ton; 
merchant bars, now $64.96, to be re- 
duced -4 a net town; black sheets 
(No. 28), -112 a gross ton, to be re- 
duced $6 a net ton; tin plate, $7.75 
a hundred pounds, to be reduced 
40 cents a hundred pounds. 

Reductions were made in the same 
proportions which Mr. Gary had in- 
tended to recommend in the less 
important products of the steel 
mills with the exception of plain 
and barbed wire and wire nails. It 
was noted that iron ore was elim- 
inated from the industry's list of 
new prices. 

Mr. Gary explained that the in- 
dustry believed these prices should 
be the basis when the government 
lifted its control. 


CONTRACTS ANNULLED 
FOR WOODEN VESSELS 


Washington, December 11.—Can- 
cellation of all outstanding contracts 
for construction of wooden ships 
where builders have not spent more 
than $200,000 on a ship, has been 
determined upon by tne shipping 
board. 

This applies to yards on the At- 
lantic, gulf and Pacific coasts. Con- 
tracts for 160 ships of this. type 
were suspended recently and many 
of these are affected by the decision, 
though offiicals would not attempt 
today to estimate the number. 

The contract cost of wooden ves- 
sels averages about $700.000, and it 
is understood that the board's ex- 
pert decided that where not more 
than $200,000 worth of work had 
been done it would be economy for 
the government to cance] the con- 
tract with provision against loss to 
the builder. 

Although the board approved the 
wooden ship for emergency § pur- 
poses, it has been made clear that 
its policy will be to add as few 
wooden craft as possible to the 
permanent merchant marine. Ar- 
rangements already are under way 
for selling a number of wooden, as 
well as some small steel, vessels.

Chile and Peru—United 
States Asks All Coun- 
tries to Join in Request 
for Settlement. 


Washington, December 11.—All 
South American countries have been 
asked by the United States to join 
in the suggestion to Chile and Péru 
that the interests of pan-American 
unity demand an amicable settle- 
ment of their controversy over the 
provinces of Tacna and Arica. Act- 
ing Secretary Polk of the state de- 
partment announced this today, ex- 
plaining that it had been erroneous- 
ly reported that Argentine alone had 
been approached on the subject. 

Secretary Polk made it clear that 
the American government was not 
offering its goods offices to compose 
the trouble between the two South 
American republics, but at the same 
time let it be known that if such 
good offices were requested they 
would be extended promptly. This 
information was conveyed to all 
the American’ republics with the 
suggestion that each make similar 


representations to both Chile and 
eru. ; 


May Be Misinterpretation. 


Officials explained that Peru’s 
prompt acceptance of the proffer of 
“the good offices” of the United 
States might simply be a misinter- 
precaston of the state department's 
note. 

While the main endeavor now is 
to end the present strained relations 
between Chile and Peru, it was said 
at the department that the occasion 
may arise for a final settlement of 
the dispute by the carrying out of 
the treaty of Ancon, signed in 1883 
by the two republics and calling for 
a plebescite in the dispute in the 


The American government ‘was 
represented as being particularly 
desirous that conditions in the west- 
ern hemisphere be settled during 
the meeting of the peace conference 
at Paris. The Tacna and Arica dis- 
pute, it was said, is the only serious 
disagreement now existing in the 
western world. 


CHILE WOULD LIMIT 
SCOPE OF MEDIATION. 


Buenos Aires, December 11.—The 
Chilean government has sent a 
message to the government of Ar- 
gentina, asking the latter to explain 
its offer of mediation in the con- 
troversy between Peru and Chile. 
The message inquires whether me- 
diation would be confined to clear- 
ing the present crisis, which grew 
out of the disturbances and Iquique, 
or whether it would contemplate a 
settlement of the old question of 
the provinces of Tacna and Arica, 

The Chilean newspapers” assert 
that the government of Chile would 
accept intervention for the object 
of settling the Iquique trouble, but 
would reject it in the Tacna-Arica 
dispute. 

In well-informed circles it is be- 
lieved that Peru will decline Ar- 
gentina’s offer of mediation if the 
declination has not already been 
nent, — 

In these circles it is declared that 
the present status of the situation 
is that Peru has accepted President 
Wilson’s offer of mediation and is 
inclined to reject that of Argentina, 
while Chile is disposed to reject the 
offer of the American president and 
accept that of Argentina if Presi- 
dent. Irigoyen assures Chile that 
the settlement will be confined to 
the present conflict and that the 
Tacna-Ai*ca dispute will not be 
brought up. 


ARGENTINA PLEDGED 
TO REMAIN NEUTRAL. 


Santiago, Chile, December 11.— 
Gonzalo Bulnes, recently Chilean 
ambassador to Argentina, on a spe- 
cial mission, in an interview with 
a local newspaper, says that Presi- 
dent Irigoyen, of Argentina, prom- 
ised him that Argentina would re- 
main neutral in the event of a con- 
flict between Chile and Peru.

Baltimore, Md., December 11.—A 
banquet in honor of the diplomatic 
representatives of the allies was 
the climax of today’s proceedings of 
the Southern Commercial congress. 
Secretary of the Navy Josephus 
Daniels and officials of several em- 
bassies attended the banquet, to- 
gether with several senators and 
congressmen, Judge Robert Worth 
Bingham, president of the congress, 
was toastmaster. 

Speeches were made at the ban- 
quet by Secretary Daniels, John 
Temple Graves, C. E. Roberts, vice 
president of the City National Bank 


of New York, and General Calidette, 
of the Marne. 
Asked how many American soldiers 
fought at Chateau Thierry General 


Calidette answered he did not know, 


but he knew hundreds of thousands 
of American hearts were there and 
they won the battle. 


Day of Isolation Gone. 


“The day of isolation in the United

“We look for sound defini- 
tions and perfect safeguards for the 
freedom of the seas and such a 
learue of nations or high tribunal 
with powers to enforce decrees as 
will give to all peoples the security 
from the danger of war as will ena- 
‘le them to work out their own des- 
tinv and enlarged prosperity,” the 
secretary said. 

In order to allow the countrv to 
defend its own the liberties of other 
free peoples the secretary said it 
would be the part of wisdom for 
this congress to authorize another

Referring to Dr. Hillis’ interpre- 
tation of issues growing out of the 
war as he has been enabled to do 
through his visits to the battle- 
fields, @harles J. Haden, who intro- 
duced the speaker, compared his 
mission now to that of his successor 
at the famous Plymouth church in 
Brooklyn, Henry Ward Beecher. 

“In 1861, when the storm. of war 
broke over America, Henry Ward 
Beecher, the pastor of Plymouth, 
was sent. by Abraham Lincoln to 
tell the people of Great Britain, 
from pulpit and platform, the truth 
from the federal] viewpoint, and the 
result of Mr. Beecher’s’” visit in 
shaping the policy of England was 
long felt. Fifty-six years after- 
wards the pastor of the same 
Plymouth church, Newell Dwight 
Hillis, was sent to visit storm- 
stricken Europe and _ report the 


Old Plymouth: church is proud 
its record of service not only to 
God, but to the government.” 

The eloquence of Dr. Hillis, which 
has made him one of the foremost 
ministers and publie speakers, 1n 
America. was at its best last even- 
ing as he talked on a subject on 
which he feels profoundly and 
speaks fearlessly.
